Now York, May 16.— Mr. Weasels, one 
of the convoys, In discussing the abuse of 
the -white ling by his countrymen, in- 
timated that the reported abuse took 
place largely in the minds <iX the English 
correspondents. He cited two instances, 
however, showing that these statement*?

to n curious error. Speaking of the 
white flag incident near Kinibt-rley, in 
which u party of Boers were accused of 
deliberately firing upon a party of Brit- 
ish after the Boeits had hoisted the white 
Hag, he said that n white jacket was mis- 
taken for a flag, The jacket was worn 
by a clergyman who rushed to the front, 
and his jacket wus mistaken by the Brit- 
ish for a ling of truce. 

''Very often," Mr. Wessels said, "the 
ling of the Orange Free State is mistaken 
for a white Hag. The colors nrc or- 
ange and white, and after the hug has 
been through a few storms the orange 
fades, leaving the white hold. This no 
doubt is what the English have taken for 
a llag of truce." 

Washington, May 10. — Representative 
Sulzcr, of New York, chairman of the 
committee to receive the Boer delegates 
in Washington to-day, received a tele- 
gram from Messrs. Fischer, Wessels and 
Wolmarans stating thnt they could not 
leave New York before Friday. Sulzer 
said that it committee consisting of 
United Stated senators, three representa- 
tives and a number of prominent citizens 
would go to New York to escort the dele- 
gates here. Mr. Sulzer nays the stay of 
the delegates will be made the oc- 
casion of a notable demonstration. 

London, May 1(1. — The afternoon pa- 
pern here pay the scantiest attention to 
the reception of the Boer delegates in 
New York. The Tall Mall Gazette dubs 
them "playthings of American poli- 
ticians," and the Evening Standard says: 
'"The proceedings; certainly show un- 
fritidllness to Great Britain, but no deeds 

ill be forthcoming to prove the sym- 
pathy of the United States. Had Amer- 
ican statesmen shown any hesitation, 
Kruger's offer to bribe them with a pro- 
tectorate would have finally settled the 
matter." 



VANCOUVER NEWS. 

Another Attempt to Introduce Cents — 
.Japanese Immigration- Electric 
Power Plant.

Vancouver, May ltf. — Certain firms in 
the city are again trying to introduce 
coppers into Vancouver, but the majority 
of merchants bnve firmly set their faces 
against the innovation, and by tacit 
understanding coppers will be refused by 
ull the merchants in the city except those 
who introduce them. 

The Conservatives held n meeting at 
Mount rieasant last night, when all the 
candidates spoke with the exception of 
Mr. Wilson. 

According to word received from Japan 
via the steamship Empress of India, the 
Japanese consuls at Vancouver nnd 
Montreal have addressed strong cau- 
tions to their foreign olllce regarding 
Japanese immigration to the Pacific 
Coast. Japanese Consul Shimezu says 
in effect thnt, although the Cana- 
dian parliament have declined to pss? 
restrictive legislation this session, it will 
hardly prove less tolerant by nnd by, 
unless some limits are set to immigra- 
tion from Japan. 

It has been announced that the Stave 
Lake Power Co., who propose to estab- 
lish a plant at Stave lake falls nnd drive 
electric power for use into Vancouver 
and New Westminster, have accepted 
the offer of the London Gold Fields 
Company to provide the necessary funds 
for the project. John Hendry's mission 
to England at present is for the purpose 
of winding up the deal on behalf of the 
Stave Lake Company. It now looks as 
if the big proposition was in mensurable 
distance of success.

Amusing Tactics by the Democrats to 
Secure a Point. 

Washington. May 10— The house 
to-day went into committee of 
the whole for the consideration 
of the Alaskan Code Bill, all 
efforts to reach an agreement about the 
length of the general debate having fail- 
ed. The Democrats desired a three hours' 
debate with general leave to print, and 
declined to allow the first reading of the 
bill to be dispensed with in order to have 
a lever to force acquiescence in their re- 
quest. The bill contains GOO pages, and 
the reading would require days. The 
clerk entered upon the reading and the 
leaders tried to adjust their differences. 
After the reading had proceeded for 
Kome time the committee roso to give the 
house an opportunity to come to an agree- 
ment as to the. length of the debate, but 
Mr. Payne of New York, the Republican 
floor leader, declined to agree to any pro- 
position containing general leave to print, 
and the negotiations again failed. There- 
upon Warner of Illinois, who was in 
charge of the bill, moved that the house 
go back into committee of the whole, 
but the motion was defeated, and the 
house resumed the consideration of the 
senate bill to incorporate the American 
national red crows which was pending 
when the house adjourned yesterday. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, May 16. — The debate on the 
Brockville, West Huron, election frauds 
was continued to-day, the opposition 
making a slashing attack upon the gov- 
ernment for refusing to grant an inquiry. 

Col. Prior was informed that there 
were 19 lepers nt the Tracadie lararctto. 
Of these 14 are from New Brunswick, 1 
from Prince Edward Island, 3 from 
Manitoba and 15 from Nova Scotia. 

Hon. Sidney Fisher added that the 
government had never been requested to 
remove the Darcey lepers to Tracadie. 
The government had refused to assume 
the cost of maintenance of the British 
Columbia lepers, because such patients 
were legally a charge upon the province. 

The militia department has decided to 
withdraw the balance of the Yukon gar- 
rison as soon as navigation opens.

UNDER VALUATION. 

Montreal Dry Goods Firm Has to Pay a 
Large Sum to the Crown. 

Montreal, May 10.— The ease of the 
Crown against the wholesale drygoods 
firm of Fitzgibbon, Schafheitlein & Co. 
came to a sudden end this morning in 
the exchequer court, the defendants 
agreeing to pay the Crown .$20,000 and 
the costs of the case. The firm was sued 
by the Crown for $14-1,000 for customs 
undervaluation. The imprisonment of 
the defendants was also asked. The 
evidence of a man named' Knnnengiesser 
showed that the firm had a branch house 
in Berlin, which was in the habit of in- 
voicing goods to the Montreal house at 
less than their actual trnde value. Kan- 
ncngeisser was employed by the Berlin 
house as a clerk, and when he was dis- 
missed informed the Canadian customs, 
was given a safe conduct and promised 
one-third of nil the monies recovered 
from the firm. 



A HOT TIME. 

Rebels Within Three Days' March of 
Panama. 

Kingston, Jamaica, May 10. — Advices 
received to-day by the British steamer 
Dnrion, Capt. Mylo, from Columbia, say 
that the insurgents on May 12 were with- 
in three days' march of Panama. Thirty- 
seven raided a calaboose at Colon, de- 
manding possession, but they were driven 
off and arrested. As the government was 
unable to hold them they wen expelkd 
from the country aud placed on board a 
vessel bound for Jamaica, arriving on the 
Island to day. A United States war- 
ship arrived at Colon on Monday. The 
people there have been much excited. 
No one is allowed on the streets after 
dark. Capt. Mylo assured the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press that 
Carthage had fallen into the hands of 
the insurgents. 

The customs contribution at Colon has 
been raised 25 per cent., causing much 
dissatisfaction among the merchants! 
The heavy rains that have fallen there 
recently have averted the expected water 
famine. 



KRUGER IS ANXIOUS. 

Tries to Bolster Up His Envoys With a 
Pioua Cable.

LABOR CANDIDATES. 

Two Chosen in Vancouver For the Com- 
ing Provincial Elections. 

Vancouver. May 10.— Fred. Williams 
a tailor and financial secretary of tin 
Trades and Labor Council, and J. Dixon, 
president of the Trades and Labor Coun- 
cil, were chosen at a labor convention 
held to-night as straight labor candidates 
for Vancouver in the coming provincial 
elections. Ralph Smith presided, and 
there wore 103 delegates present. The 
following nominees were balloted for: 

F. Williams, J. II. Watson. C. O. Mar- 
shall, secretary of the Trades and Labor 
Council; J. Dixon, II. Cowan. 

On the first ballot Williams got 71 
votes, which being a majority of all cast, 
elected him. 

The remaining nominees were then sub- 
jected to a second ballot, and Dixon was 
elected with a vote of 08, The choice 
of the convention was made unanimous. 



THE CONGO TROUBLE. 

Stanley Says That Germany and Bel- 
gium Must Have Recourse to 
Mediation. 

London, May 15.- Sir Henry Morton 
Stanley, the celebrated African explorer,, 
who was nt one time governor of the 
Congo, points out in an interview, in a 
London paper, that should a rupture oc- 
cur between Germany and Belgium over 
the Congo territory, the Berlin act of 
neutrality provides thnt the signatory 
powers, before appealing to arms, shall 
have recourse to the mediation of one or 
several, friendly powers.

London, May 17— (3:30 a. m.)— The 
British relief column fought the Boers 
at Kruaipun, 02 miles south of Mafeking, 
on Tuesday, according to a telegram re- 
ceived Wednesday night at Lorenzo 
Marques from Molopo, 100 miles north 
of Mafeking. 

This intelligence is accepted hero with 
some reserve, because it is difficult to 
understand how the news could have 
been so quickly put on the wires from a 
place 132 miles from the scene of the 
engagement. 

A correspondent of the Morning Post, 
presumably John Stuart, is reported 
captured by the Boers at Kraaipan. 

The British public is keenly expectant 
of the announcement that Mafeking has 
been relieved. In the army the opinion 
seems to prevail that this bus already, 
been accomplished, although two hours 
after midnight the war office said that 
no in 1 ™!' of the relief hud been received 
by them. The steadfast courage of the 
hunger-bitten garrison has produced a 
deep impression, and the news or succor 
is awaited with more anxiety than has 
been felt regarding any other event of 
the war. 

Douglas Story, the Daily Mail's cor- 
respondent at Pretoria, wires: " The 
Boer government is holding back some 
big news. Feverish activity prevails 
here. President Kruger is working day, 
and night. The latest Boer official bulle- 
tin is that the relief column has been 
defeated with great loss." 

Lord Roberts continues passive at 
Kroonstad. His cavalry is stretching 
like a semi-circular screen, many miles m 
length, with overlapping Hanks. '1 he 
Kroonstad censor permits the passage of 
long despatches dealing with incidents 
prior to the occupation. 

It seems that Gen. French's cavalry 
had a lively fight, after crossing the Zand 
river. A mixed squadron composed of 
the Greys, the Inniskillins, Carbineers, 
aid Australian Horse took a kopje and 
dismounted. The Boers suddenly fired 
from u concealed position, killing ninny 
horses aud stampeding the rest. The 
Boers then advanced in overwhelming 
numbers and drove off the squadron, 
capturing some. The Boers robbed the 
dead and looted the saddles. Finally a 
brigade of cavalry drove them off. 

Farther north the Hussars charged fhO 
the Boers, killing and wounding maay 
stragglers with sables and pistols. I . -rd 
Roberts' infantry marched 120 miles in 
seven days. Gen. French inarched 30 
miles in one day. The Boers when retir- 
ing dragged 32 guns through Kroonstad. 

Gen. Bailor is moving towards New- 
castle. He appears 'to be using 25,000 
men against 5.000 or G.0O0. His oper- 
ations will nlmoet certainly result in his 
forcing his way into the Transvaal pos- 
sibly in time to eo-operate with Lord 
Roberts' advance, although Gen. Buller 
is 252 miles from Johannesburg, or 25 
days' march. 

A Dane who wa;. captured by the 
South African Horse suys there are 500 
Frenchmen with the Boers who are op- 
posing Gen. Buller, together with many, 
Germans and other foreigners. 

The Ladysmith correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph says that only one Boer 
was shot in the engagement which re- 
sulted in the taking of Helpmukaar. 

Gen. Bundle is sweeping through the 
northeast of the Free State. The Boers 
are dissolving before him and some are 
surrendering. Their main force is as- 
sembled between Ficksburg and Win- 
Uurg, but it is without close organization. 
To-day's instalment of the war story 
from every part of the field is therefore 
seemingly a narrative of British suc- 
cesses, but with thp Beers preparing for 
a last desperate fling further in the in- 
terior, and' with Boer guerilla parties 
looting houses and stores in the north- 
west section of Cape Colony. 

It is not all easy for the British. Tiny 
Upington district is the locality where the 
guerilla' tactics of the Boers are just now 
most in evidence. The postponed con- 
gress of the Afrikander bund has been 
called to meet at Taarte, June 15. 

A Canadian battery of 15-pounders ar- 
rived at Beira, Portuguese East Africa, 
May 10. Thi' Dally Graphic, which re- 
fers to the Boer mission to the United 
States as a product of the war, says: , 

'•There is no name of importance 
among the orators who saluted the dele- 
gates. Wo fear they have fallen in. a. 
sort of Anglo-Saxon ambush and are be- 
ing victimized for purely party purposes.'^ 

The Tunes considers the rumors cabled 
here at to President McKinley's alleged 
pro-Boer sympathies "utterly baseless." 1 
It says: "Mr. McKinley is convinced 
that the country does not wish him to in- 
terfere and that interference would be iiu 
all respects inexpedient as well as im- 
possible." 

The Times also refers to the admission 
of the American state department of 
Portugal's general right to refuse ])ass- 
age to contraband goods. 

The Lorenzo Marques correspondent of 
the Times, under dale of Tuesday, says: 
"There has been a heated discussion in 
the rand, in 6ecrct session, respecting the 
expediency of destroying the mines.

Boers Again Under Its Sheltering Folds 
Commit Murder. 

London, May 10. — The war office posts 
the following from Lord Uoberts, under 
the date of Kroonstnd, May 10: 

"Two officers and six men of Prince 
Alfred's Guards, while out foraging yes- 
terday a few miles from Kroonstnd, vis- 
ited a farm dying a white flag. When 
within forty yards of the enclosure they 
were Bred upon by 15 or 10 Boers con- 
cealed behind the farm wall. Two of 
tlie men wore killed, Lieut. 1*. B. Wal- 
ton was wounded, Lieut. W. B. Evcrtou 
and two non-commissioned officers were 
taken prisoners. The owner of the fnnu 
states that the Boers threatened to shoot 
him when he protested against their mak- 
ing an improper use of the white ting." 

"ITER ANCIENT ALLY." 

Portuguese Governor at Beira Says Nice 
Things of Britain. 

London, May 16.— About 1,100 more 
troops have arrived at Beira, Portuguese 
East Africa. Among them is Lord Dun- 
THven, who accompanied the Dunraven 
sharpshooters iw a supernumerary cap- 
tain of the battalion staff. The governor 
of Beira, during a speech at a dinner to 
the Yeomanry, said: "Friends as we 
have always been of England, we never 
could have realized the magnificent- unity 
of the Anglo-Saxon race without such an 
object lesson. Realizing this, Portugal 
not only congratulates her ancient ally, 
but rejoices with it, as the strengthening 
of a friend is the strengthening of our- 
selves." 



ROBERTS' ADVANCE. 

German Opinion Is That It Will be Slow 
and Tedious. 

Berlin, May 10.— The German papers, 
commenting to-day on the military situ- 
ation Ln -South Africa, express the opin- 
ion that the Boers intend to hold Van 
Reenans Pass against Lord Roberts, with 
a view of keepitig him from communicat- 
ing with the seashore. The Deutsche 
Tugeszeitung predicts that the advance of 
Lord Roberts northward will bn rendered 
tedious and dangerous by the destruction 
of bridges and by sudden attacks on the 
British in favorable locations.

Winnipeg, May 10.— A despatch from 
Regiua to-night reports that recruits to 
the Northwest Mounted Police have 
brought diphtheria to the barracks there.

"rtev." Leslie Day has left Victoria. Ills 
"operations" In connection with "Raymond, 
the Marvellous Hoy Medium" came to a 
siiililcn termination, and he has gone to 
other tields of "labor." Just why this 
happened perhaps the "reverend" gentle- 
man could host explain himself, but it Is 
whispered that his failure to Inveigle a 
Victoria lady Into accompanying him to 
Vancouver has something to do with his 
sudden departure. 

He was a curious Individual, was Day, If 
that be his name. He posed as an expo- 
nent of the gospel, and depended fur no- 
torlty in that capacity lu his ability to as- 
sociate with "the boys", tell funny and 
somewhat racy stories, and generally, so 
conduct himself as to create the general 
impression that he would be the last per- 
son in the world to profess devotion to 
religion. 

Nearly six feet In height, of splendid 
physique, dashingly dressed, with diamonds 
galore, Mr. Day presented, as may be ex- 
pected a most Imposing appearance. l'on\ 
sesseil of a fair education and a persuasive 
tongue, be had little difficulty ln getting 
on In toe world. 

His first appearance In Victoria was about 
18 months ago, when at the time of I he 
Klondike boom he paid a brief visit here, 
en route north. Then he was known as 
"Ormond" Day. lie claimed a speaking 
acquaintance with "Soapy" Smith of Skug- 
way and those who met him and listened 
to his conversation were not Inclined to dis- 
pute bis assertion In that regard. 

He had a record In California, as officer 
Frank Murray, of the provincial police Is 
ready to testify. In that state he was mixed 
up in a variety of shady transactions, nm! 
kept the police busy guessing as to his 
movements and operations, though no con- 
viction could be secured. 

Two weeks ago, or thereabouts, Day 
again came to Victoria, and on this occasion 
he had with him as a side partner "Ray- 
mond, the Boy Medium." "Lectures" and 
"tests" were given In Sir William Wallace 
hall which were largely attended, but the 
proceedings gave little satisfaction to the 
audience, and the meetings were probably 
not very profitable. 

Then the "reverend" gentleman took an- 
other course lu his operations. He Insert- 
ed an advertisement in one of the local 
•papers asking for the services of a "young 
educated lady as housekeeper; responsible 
position and a good salary" Among those 
who answered the advertisement was a 
lady, who was visited shortly afterwards 
by Day, who giving his name as Dr. Gra- 
hame" asked that she Immediately ac- 
company him to Vancouver. Something in 
the man's maimer aroused her suspicions, 
articles having appeared In the press des- 
cribing Day, and her misgivings concern- 
ing him, alarmed Day. as he lef abruptly 
for Vancouver, without attempting to pro- 
ceed further lu the matter. 

It Is said he came originally from Austra- 
lia. His further "operations" will be 
watched with Interest.

BEGINNING OP THE END. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach Considers Close 
of "War in Sight. 

London, May 10.— The chancellor of 
the exchequer. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
speaking at Bristol this evening, con- 
gratulated the audience on the fact that 
the cloud of war was fairly lifting and 
that there were streaks of light portend- 
ing a glorious dawn. Continuing, he 
said: 

"We are contending with a foe whose 
courage and skill we have learned to 
respect, but we arc- entitled to hope that 
the beginning of the end is corning." 

Sir Michael added that the thanks of 
the nation would be due to Lord Roberts 
and those tinder him. If the government, 
iie declared, was not entitled to credit for 
the successes it was not blamnble for 
the reverses. It had shrunk at nothing 
to supply men and means. The Chan- 
cellor denied that he was personally re- 
sponsible for any delay in forwarding the 
troops to South Africa, and announced 
that it might be necessary to still fur- 
ther increase the army. He disagreed 
with the .suggestion that a large perman- 
ent increase of the army might be neces- 
sary, but said that the country must look 
to the volunteers and militia. 

"The expenditure of the country," said 
Sir Michael, "is growing at an enormous 
and dangerous rate. I have always put 
a strong navy as a primary necessity of 
the government, and it may be that as- 
sent will have to be given to a further 
expenditure in view of the hostile feeling 
towards England in some European 
countries, but I regard the country's in- 
creasing expenditure, as the real danger. 
If we go on as we lire going, there may 
be very bad-, times in' store for" 'the coun- 
try, particularly for the workiug classes 
of people."

Imperial Authorities Planning to 
Make Material Increase 
in Garrison. 



In consequence of the vigilance of the 
Colonist uud prompt action on the part 
of Ilia Worship '-.rnyor Hayward, it is 
likely that orders will shortly he placed 
with the Albion Iron Works Company of 
this' city for the construction of two 50- 
foot steel launches for the Imperial 
government. 

In looking through its provincial ex- 
changes tho Colonist yesterday came 
across the following in {hp Vancouver 
province; 

The Mayor this morning received a 
letter from Lieut.-Col. George R. Atkin- 
son, chief ordnunce officer for Canada 
at the Uritish headquarters, Halifax, in- 
quiring if any shipbuilding fir in in Van- 
couver were in a position to build ami 
turn out in first-class shape one or two 
50-foot steel launches which the British 
government desires to build for the 
h'squimalt garrison. It is deslved to 
have them built in Canada, but the offi- 
cer writes that he h. informed no steel 
shipbuilding plant exists north of San 
Francisco on the Pacific Coast. Uis 
Worship turned the matter over to 
Messrs. Armstrong & Morrison, and will 
so advised Lieut.-Col. Atkinson. 

It struck the Colonist as somewhat 
peculiar that it should not be known in 
Halifax that ample facilities exist in 
Victoria for the building of just such 
boats as is mentioned in the foregoing. 
The Albion Iron Works Company huve 
constructed steel craft o£ large dimen- 
sions with every success, uud are pre- 
pared to execute similar orders at once. 
But this fact was apparently not known 
to Lieut.-Col. Atkinson, of Halifax, else 
he would not have addressed his com- 
munication to the Mayor of Vancouver, 
nor have expressed the opinion that no 
facilities for executing the work required 
Existed north of San Francisco. The 
matter being considered oue in which the 
city ''s vitally interested, a Colonist re- 
porter wns sent to interview officials 
connected with the Albion Iron Works 
Company, to ascertain if that concern 
was prepared to do the class of work 
mentioned. Mr. John Bryden, who was 
spoken to on the subject, assured the 
reporter thnt the company was ready to- 
morrow to undertake the contract for the 
construction of the steel launches, and 
expressed surprise that that fact should 
not bo widely known. Already the Al- 
bion Iron Works Company have success- 
fully constructed similar craft to that 
mentioned in the officer's letter, and is 
in perfect shape to execute all work of 
the kind at the shortest notice. 

Accosting His Worship Mayor Hay- 
ward and informing him of the matter, 
that gentleman immediately decided that 
the Halifax authorities should be ap- 
prised at once of the fact that Victoria 
is prepared to do the work required, and 
he forwarded the following telegram: 
" Victoria, May 10. 
"Lieut.-Col. George A. Atkinson, Hali- 
fax, N. S.: 
Re your letter to Mayor of Vancou- 
ver inquiring if facilities exist there for 
building first-class steel paunches, desire 
to inform vou that ample facilities exist 
in Victoria for building the boats re- 
ferred to. Iron works here have con- 
structed large steel craft with success 
and can handle your orders with case 
and despatch. Suggest you communi- 
cate with Albion Iron Works Company, 
Victoria, B. C. _ 
" CHARLES HAYWARD, 

" Mayor. 

The result of such action will probably 
be that the orders will be placed with 
the Albion Iron Works Company. 

That it is the intention of the Imperial 
government to materially strengthen the 
garrison at Bsquimalt and furnish every 
modern requirement for an up-to-date 
military station can easily be seen from 
the letter from the Halifax official in- 
quiring about the launches, and in this 
connection comes the announcement 
that "A" Company, R. C. B., stationed 
at Hospital Point, at present numbering 
00 men, is to be recruited at once up to 
100 and additional officers posted to the 
corps. This news came yesterday in in- 
structions received from the department 
of militia by Col. McKay, commanding. 
It is thought there will be little ditll- 
culty experienced in raising the com- 
pany to the complement mentioned. 

In addition to the augmentation men- 
tioned, it is likely there will shortly be

United States Advised to Build 
Without Reference to Other 
Powers, 



Washington, May 10. — The senate 
committee on inter-oceuaic canals to-day 
through its chairman, Senator Morgan 
presented its written report upon the 
Nicaragua caaal bill, holding that the 
pending bill should not be held back for 
the Wulker commission report. Til; 
committee takes a strong position 
against the proposition to build thq 
canal via Panama, uud to pay for the 
work already doue by the French. The 
declaration is made that the Panama 
company is practically without assets, 
except those included in the Panama 
railroad. " They say," says the report, 
" they have assets which a commission 
of experts has valued at ?1X>,000,000. 
The lowest sum at which they estimate 
the cost of completing their cannl is 
§1)3,000,000, so thnt in entering the com- 
bine we would go in on the basis of 
$185,000,000 for the completed canal on 
the plan of three levels, if that plan is 
adopted, against $138,000,000, which is 
the highest estimate an engineer has 
placed on the Nicaragua canal. The 
difference of $17,000,000 is in favor of 
Nicaragua." 

On the general question of the con- 
struction of a canal, the committee takes 
the view that whatever canal is con- 
structed its ownership must be American 
and that delay may be fatal to the suc- 
cess of the enterprise. It is argued by 
the committee that delay in construction 
cannot possibly advance the settlement 
of any question as to the canal after its 
completion. The committee therefore 
announce their conclusion to be that 
congress should provide means and 
authority for constructing a canal by 
the Nicaragua route, and leave it to the 
President to deal with any questions of 
a diplomatic nature that may bo rnised 
by other nations in the progress of the 
work. After the bill becomes law it is 
declared to be the first duty of the 
United States to agree with Nicaragua 
ns to terms, leaving to the future all 
dealings with other powers as to privi- 
leges they shall enjoy in the canal.

THE WAR. 

Builer's advance is steady, and in the 
course of a day or two he will iloubtlcs-t; 
report Natal clear or the enemy. It ap- 
pears that his movements have been 
directed in a general way by Lord Rob- 
erts, and we may therefore assume it 
to have been a part of the general plan 
for him to remain inactive for so long a 
time after the relief of 'Ladysmith. The 
operations of the war are demonstrating 
the enormous importance of strategy. 
Modern anna have made it imperative to 
force the enemy from his positions by 
the movements of troops rather than by 
actual lighting. 

The statement is made that the Boers 
have been advised to give up if they are 
defeated at the Vaal. This must be re- 
ceived with caution. What us likely is 
that after Roberts forces the Vaal the 
enemy's force will rapidly disintegrate, 
and no effective resistance, can be offered. 

Just now all interest centres at Male- 
king. Recent telegrams call for a good 
deal of explanation. Those announcing 
the capture of the town can be disposed 
of as absolute falsehoods, hut the re- 
pulse of the enemy with heavy loss, and, 
as was alleged in oue despatch, the cap- 
ture of a large number of them is hard 
to account for in the enfeebled condition 
of Baden-Powell's force. There was a 
despatch day before yesterday announc- 
ing the arrival of a large number of 
refugees from Mafelring at Plumer's 
camp. This is strange news to receive 
about a town supposed to be closely in- 
vested. 

Ladybrand and all the great grnin- 
growing district are passing rapidly un- 
der our control. This is likely to have 
a material effect upon the ability of the 
enemy to hold out, even if they are so 
inclined.

SEEKING SYMPATHY. 

Boer delegates are in the United States 
and are about to make a tour of the 
country to evoke popular sympathy in 
their behalf. Doubtless they will meet 
with considerable of it.'. Meanwhile 
lyord Roberts will continue on his tour 
of the Free State and carry out his plan 
of smashing Boordom into its original 
constituents. Will the United State*, 
undertake to interfere? Wedo not so 
imagine for a single moment. What the 
government of that country might have 
done upon the eve of a presidential elec- 
tion before the war with Spain is one 
thing, but what it will do now is quite 
another. The government of the United 
■States realizes that at present it has its 
handh full and stands a very good chance 
Of hnving something more to take care 
of. The moment it accepted u transfer 
of the Philippines, the American Repub- 
lic gave a hostage to the world for its 
seemly conduct in world politics. Ir- 
responsible platform orators may descant 
upon the duty of one republic to come 
to the rescue of another, but those same 
orators, if the responsibility of statecraft 
were cast upon them, would be the first 
to count the cost of interference. The 
Democrats will clamor pretty loudly that 
something ought to he done in order to 
embarrass the administration, but those 
in authority will not yield, if for no other 
reason than because they know the 
clamorers would not if their relative posi- 
tions were altered. 

It will be interesting to note the con- 
duct of Mr. McKinley towards those 
Boer delegates. "All the Republican con- 
ventions have rejected pro-Boer resolu- 
tions. When a representative of Spain 
sought to make his headquarters in Can- 
ada, the United States complained, and 
he was promptly notified to leave. Yet 
he had not attempted to work up a hos- 
tile sentiment against the United States. 
The government of Canada felt that it 
was not proper to permit the representa- 
tive of a nation at war with another, 



with which we were on the moat friendly 
terms, to use this country as a base of 
operations of any kind. If the British 
government calls the attention of the 
United States to the agitation being car- 
ried on by these Boer delegates, will 
the President notify them to leave? We 
think he may, although there is a strong 
probability that the Imperial authorities 
will pay no attention to them. 

MR. TURNER'S UOSITION. 

A correspondent writing to the Colo- 
nist yesterday seemed to be under the 
impression that some declaration is 
called for from Mr. Turner as to his poli- 
tical intentions in the future. We do 
not think so. Mr. Turner has already 
very definitely stated his position. He 
is before the voters of Victoria, not as a 
party leader, but as a gentleman who 
has represented this constituency well 
for a number of years and has been 
grievously and unjustly reflected upon 
by those who ought to have known aud 
did know better. That he refers to his 
career as First Minister in the course of 
his speeches is entirely proper. Mr. 
Turner's premiership is a part of the 
political uiBtorj of British Columbia, 
and the issue* of th«! day cannot be in- 
telligently discussed without reference to 
it. There is nothing iu his record as 
premier which he can have any wish to 
have concealed. There is nothing in it 
which his political friends can desire to 
have hidden from public observation. 
The Colonist defended Mr. Turner's 
policy when he was in power and is pre- 
pared to defend it uow whenever the 
good faith or the wisdom of that policy 
is assailed. It does not say that his 
policy could not be improved upon in 
the light of experience; but it is pre- 
pared to maintain anywhere and at any 
time that the policy of the Turner gov- 
ernment was fully abreast of the times 
and immeasurably superior to anything 
that has been inaugurated since. 

But although we say this, we do not 
wish anyone to suppose that Mr. Turner 
is before the people seeking restoration 
to his position as premier or that the 
Colonist is supporting him with the ex- 
pectation that he will be called upon to 
replace Mr. Martin. Whether Mr. Tin- 
ner shall lead a new administration, oi 
shall hold a subordinate position in such 
an administration, or shall simply re- 
main a member of the ranks of a party 
supporting a new government, are things 
about which" neither he nor the Colonist 
are troubling themselves at the present 
time. We are not laboring to get any 
man into office, but to get Mr. Martin 
out. After this has been accomplished, 
we are satisfied that Mr. Turner, like 
the Colonist, will devote his energies 
and give his active co-operation towards 
the formation of the best possible gov- 
ernment, no matter whether he has a 
place in it or not. 



gentlemen by accepting nomination as 
supporters of Mr. Martin have accepted 
the full responsibility for Mr. Martin's 
acts. To vote for one of them is as 
much an endorsation of Mr. Martin's 
policy in all things as is a vote for Mr.

THE SOLE ISSUE, 

There is certainly now only one issue 
before the people ot Victoria in the 
present election. All others have been 
brushed aside. Differences of opinion 
have existed between the candidates and 
between their friends on some points, 
but these have all been adjusted, aud 
perfect harmony exists upofi the single 
question of the hour, namely, the restora- 
tion of Responsible Government by the 
overthrow of Martinism. This being 
the case, all previous differences and 
causes of misunderstanding ought to be 
treated as though they never existed, 
and the friends of better government, 
the men who are determined to sustain 
the institutions of our country unim- 
paired by usurpation, ought to stand 
shoulder to shoulder against the common 
enemy. 

We pointed out. yesterday how no 
Liberal could consistently support Mar- 
tinism. It is not necessary to argue 
that no consistent Conservative can do 
so, for Mr. Martin's platform and his 
ministerial practices are revolutionary. 
There is a conservatism in provincial 
politics, which is something quite apart 
from Conservatism an applied to federal 
politics. Conservatism in provincial 
politics means the conservation of our 
institutions. This definition will not 
apply to the federal field, for no danger 
threatens our constitutional Institutions 
in that quarter. If it wore not that it 
would be misunderstood, a good name 
under which the opponents of Martinism 
could rally would be the Conservative 
Provincial Party; because all those who 
are opposed to the Martin administration 
are desirous first of all to see the settled 
principles of our government maintained 
intact. The spirit of conservatism is 
supported us well by Liberals £;s Con- 
servatives. But though the name may 
be understood, the principle involved 
cannot be, and we feel that no Conserva- 
tive in federal politics, who desires to 
remain true to the traditions of his party, 
can do anything but vehemently oppose 
the attempt of Mr. Martin to undermine 
our institutions and substitute for them 
a mixture of despotism and demo 
goguery. 

The first thing to be done is to restore 
Responsible Government. This can only 
be accomplished by the overthrow of the 
men who have profited by the violation 
of it, and who by every principle of our 
constitution must be regarded as respon- 
sible for its violation. Mr. Martin is 
unequivocally responsible. This is cer- 
tainly demonstrable. As we pointed out 
yesterday, he has stood at the elbow of 
the Lieutenant-Governor while the re- 
peated violations of this primary element 
in our institutions occurred. But if Mr. 
Martin is responsible, none the less so is 
Mr. Yates, who by accepting office under 
him, has assumed wholly and absolutely 
the responsibility for everything that 
Mr. Martin has advised. So also are 
Messrs. Brown and Beekwith. These 



a Liberal who can take the platform and 
defend the Ryder deal? The fact is there 
has not been a single transaction since 
the day of the dismissal of the Semiin 
government in the history of the admin- 
istration of British Columbia 'hut can 
be defended from a Liberal point of 
view, 

Tho questions which our contemporary 
propounds must be answered in the nega- 
tive. We go further back than it does in 
our claim that the prlciples of Responsi- 
ble Government have been violated, but 
we have no desire to get into an argu- 
ment with the Times over this. We 
fought that question out long oyo. But 
while heartily commending the- opinion 
above expressed by oar. contemporary, 
we fail to see how it can logically ask 
its readers to vote for Messrs. Yntfis ami 
Brown, its it did on Tuesday. We can 
understand how the feelings ot the Times 
towards these gentlemen, personally, 
might lead it to wish to see them e'ectod. 
Others who will cast their ballots against 
them feel the same way, but they also 
feel that public duty must prevail over 
personal friendship and that, while under 
other circumstances they would be very 
glad to see Messrs. Yates and Brown in 
the legislature, they cannot support them 
for the simple but very sufficient reason 
that to do so will bo to vote for the very 
things which the Times so forcibly con-

BAND MUSIC. 



To the Editor of the Colonist: 

Sir: It seems to me that the report 
of the majority of the park committee 
in reference to the supply of music for 
the coming summer must have been 
brought about through the failure to 
thoroughly understand the position of 
the Fifth Regiment band. The com- 
mittee appears to assume that the con- 
certs should be divided between the two 
bands, and because Mr. Finn cannot ac- 
cept half, therefore the City band and 
not the regimental band shall receive 
the whole grant to play all the concerts. 
Is not this a wrong basis "upon which to 
begin, the argument? Should it not first 
be established that the bands have equal 
claims upon the public before it is as- 
sumed that they should have equal 
fights? The City band appears to me 
to have absolutely no claim whatever. 
They were organized as an opposition 
band to the regimental band, and while 
no person can object to any number of 
persons forming a band, it seems to mo 
that tin' band, before it asks tor public 
support, should in some way justify its 
claim and should she*- its ability to play 
satisfactory music. The regimental 
band is in one sense a public institution, 
and no public institution like the city 
should, I think, give their patronage to 
a purely private band. For six or 
seven years the regimental band has 
been the only baud in the city that could 
really be called a hand, and dur.vag all 
that time the only support which it re- 
ceived from the city was a grant which 
was given to them one year for a series 
ot concerts at the park, ant: notwith- 
standing this it is well known that tho 
band has on many occasions of public 
rejoicing turned out voluntarily, and has 
frequently given its fcervicos gratuitously 
to many chnritable organizations. To 
go back no further than this year, the 
band played for the public meeting in 
the theatre on the occasion of the 
Strnthcona resolution, for tho celebra- 
tion on tho surrender of Cronje, also to 
celebrate the relief of Ladysmith, twice 
for patriotic concerts in the drill hall, in 
aid of tho Mansion House Fund, once at 
a concert for the relief of the sufferers 
by the Ottawa and Hull fire, and onco 
for a concert for the relief of the Snn- 
don sufferers; and ihey nro, I see by 
the press, to give their services volun- 
tarily for the Canadian Patriotic Fund 
concert to he given in the theatre on the 
23rd instant, and during the whole 
period of seven years I do not think any 
person enn say that the band h.-./e ever 
hesitated to give their services for any 
public purpose whatever. Should nl! 
those acts be forgotten nnd their services

be unrecognized? It must not he for- 
gotten in answering this question that 
the Victoria City band has, according to 
statements through the public press, 
been in existence and able to play in 
public during the whole period covered 
by the performance before mentioned, 
and yet we have never known them to 
proffer their services. The Fifth Regi- 
ment band is an institution • which has 
helped to make the good nnmo of Vic- 
toria, and it seems to mo that it would 
be a burning shame if the city fathers 
should now forget all this and give their 
patronage to a rival Institution nnd an 
institution organized, as I have been in- 
formed, for tho very purpose of injuring 
the regimental band. I cannot believe 
that such will be the result, and I also 
feel that those members of the council 
who voted along thesa lines could not 
have really considered the situation care- 
fully, and must have come to tho con- 
clusion thnt they did merely on the 
general ground that there were two 
bands and that the patronage should be 
divided. Aside from this question, 
there is another subject which interests 
the citizens of Victoria very much, and 
that is the desire to have first-class 
music. Now, while one cannot sny 
positively that the new bnnd cannot 
supply such music, still it is hard to be- 
lieve that they have reached tho same 
state of proficiency after ten months' 
existence that the Fifth Regiment band 
has after years of practice. It is well 
known that during the early months of 
this year the regimental band was in 
danger of being disorganized through 
lack of support. The matter was made 
public, and the desire of the citizens to 
see that band continued was clearly 
manifest by tho very generous manner 
in which they turned out to attend tho 
Saturday night concerts. If the regi- 
mental band, with all these advantages 
and the assistance it gets from tho offi- 
cers of the regiment and the regiment 
at. large, is unable to do more than 
maintain its existence, how is it possible 
to expect thnt tho new organization will 
do better with their much greater ex- 
pense ami their limited support ? Mr. 
Finn, the capable loader of the regi- 
mental bund, was tne leader and con- 
ductor of tho last City band, and al- 
though he brought the same energy and 
ability to its management as he now 
gives to the regimental bnnd, it was 
found impossible to make it. a success 
nnd it was disorganized. Surely this 
shows that the regimental band should 
be maintained at all hazards, and if nny 
private band is organized it. should be 
supported.- by its own friends nnd the 
patronage and engagements it can secure 
without taking the share of the official 
patronage, so to speak. I have no feel- 
ing whatever against tho new band, yet 
1 feel that the regimental band should 
be the bnnd thnt tho public institutions 
should recognize as tin: band of the city, 
nnd do everything in its power to main- 
tain it.

Curiosity But Is Not 
Cordial, 



Mr, Eberts on the Other Hard 
Makes a Splendid 
Impression. 



From far and near the electorate of 
East Lillooet crowded into Clinton on 
Monday evening, on politics intent. Pre- 
mier Martin's meeting had been widely 
advertised, and his past career, together 
with the fact that it was his first visit to 
the district,, made many curious to see 
and hear " Fighting Joe." 

And so they came and saw and lis- 
tened to his two-hour speech. They 
gave him a good hearing, but they did 
not appear to find much pleasure in it, 
and certainly no freighter on the road 
could have had a cooler reception, even 
if he had been guilty of cutting rates. 

On the part of the Premier a like chilli- 
ness was even more noticeable. The 
■weariness of the month's campaigning— 
• or it may be the many repulses and dis- 
appointments of his tour— appeared to 
have severely taxed the energies of the 
quondam Premier. There was little 
•• fighting " left, and the " glad hand " 
of the politician wns mechanically forced. 
When with his chairman, Schoolmaster 
Scluter, he walked up the aisle, people 
stared the stare of the curious, but there 
was little of admiration mixed with the 
tacit respect that East Lillooet always 
pays to the ministers of the crown. 

With Mr. Eberts matters went far 
differently. He was well known, and 
entering with Messrs. Prentice and 
Stoddart, was given a rousing cheer of 
recognition and welcome. Mnny old 
friends and admirers pressed forward for 
n hand-shake, and lie climbed up into 
the cubicle-like platform, whither the 
Premier had in Silence preceded him, 
amidst renewed outbursts of applause. 

Chairman Selnter, after a few words 
of welcome to all, especially to the many 
ladies who occupied the front part of 
the hall, invited Messrs. Prentice and 
Stoddart to seats upon the platform. 
These gentlemen, however, were thought- 
ful of their own comfort, and so pre- 
ferred seats in the body of the hall to 
the overcrowding of the platform.

ury by the Dominion government was not 
yet exhausted. Labor troubles had af- 
fected tho revenue of the road, but 
neither Messrs. Davie or Turner were to 
be held responsible for them. 

Again, tho Shus.wap & Okanagiia road 
had been built and had increased the pro- 
ductiveness of that valley many times. 
To-day 50,000 barrels of Hour were turn- 
ed out annually from its Hour mills from 
tfie wheat grown whore once wheat could 
scarcely be sold. The Turner govern- 
ment hud indeed been a progressive one. 

Turning to the question of the gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads, Mr. 
Eberts thought it would be very nice to 
have such a line from the Coast buiit iu 
to the Kootenay, but the $20,000,000 
would have to be repaid. .And Avhcre 
would the additional revenue come from? 
The cities and municipalities all had their 
own taxes to meet, und so a great deal 
of it would be left for the farmers to 
make up. They were the clas.! upon 
whom the extra burden would fall, and 
their farms would be taxed to meet the 
bill. 

As to getting alt the money at II per cent, 
interest, that was utter nonsense. The 
last loan of $1,21X1,000 only brought U(J cents 
on the dollar, ami only :! percent of It wue 
taken up by the English people. Tin 
bankers who underwrote the loan.' had to 
take 97 per cent, of the amount. To talk 
of such a $15,000,000 borrowing Is all wild 
extravagance and utter nonsense (Laughter) 
It would cost us $750,000 a year to pay 
Interest and arrange for the sinking fund.

Mr. Eberts then reverted /or n few min- 
utes to the roads proposed by Mr. Turner 
before he went out of power. Those were 
very Important, the all-Canadian route to 
the Yukon via Kltlinaat, being particularly 
so. In all they covered nearly l,<XlO miles 
of railway, which the facts and figures 
showed that but $-1,000,000 of expenditure 
would be required, while the provincial re- 
turns would be greatly Increased as well. 

The ease of New Zealand was tho one 
generally Instanced as an Illustration of the 
government ownership of railways. Bat 
what was there there? New Zealand was 
the worst taxed colony of the Empire. 
Its railways went slower than 20 miles an 
hour, and passengers were charged (i cents 
a mile to ride. That colony had spent 
»27(S,O0O,OO0 In Its railways, paying 3% per 
cent. Interest on that money, and so far as 
the mads had never made a profit of more 
than ;! per cent, per annum. "Go to New 
Zealand If you wane taxation" might be 
turned Into "Klect Mr. Martm uud bring 
New Zealand's tuxes here." 

Kcsldea all this as has been shown iu 
Mr. Vftlllson's famous article in the Tor- 
onto Li lobe, and as Mr, Tinner has a long 
time held, a province can only rightly go 
in to tho ownership of roads when It has 
a tlseal and trade power of Its own. 

From what Mr. Martin promises to do, 
Mr.Eberts then turned to what he bad done. 
For the Allen Hill and the Eight Hour Law 
he wns especially responsible. By the 
former of these the district of East Lillooet 
had suffered severely. Mr. Martin was 
also charged by Ills old friends with having 
broken all manner of promises and pledges 
and even after some of them had been put 
In writing. These everyone had read In 
the newspapers. Mr. Martin has also been 
quite ready to take away Its represents 
tfon from the constituency of East Lillooet 
as appears from his remarks upon the 
distribution 15111 of last session. 

Having noticed what lie promises and 
what lie litis done, continued Mr. Ehert 
let us see what he is doing. He has no 
following but is yet skirmishing to that 
end. He Is no Ryder Haggnrt but he is 
Indeed a Haggard Itidcr. He Is trying to 
perstindn •■oa all that he Is the heaven 
born man sent from the East to bring (iood 
Government to this province. But he 
finding out what you all well know, that he 
is not the man for British Columbia. 

Mr. Eberts then sat down amidst pro 
longed applause from the crowd that for 
nearly two hours had listened to him with 
deep and interested attention. 

Upon the chairman Inviting Mr. Prentice 
or Mr. Stoddart to speak. Mr. Prentice re- 
minded the gathering that It wns now late, 
and that on that account neither he nor his 
friend would prolong the meeting by speech 
mukiug. 

Mr. Martin then replied to Mr. Eberts 
for over half an hour. During this time he 
spoke chiefly about the Const to Kootenny 
railroad, and at the end announced that 
In a few days he would have candidates iu 
every riding In the province, and that Mr. 
ttobert Graham, a rnnchei living to miles 
west of Clinton would stand for East Lil- 
looet In his (Martin's) Interest. 

After a few questions about the Prentice 
election case, from the answers to which 
it appeared that Mr. Martin was partly In 
fault for Its ninny delays, and also that Mr. 
Prentice had not been at all In line with 
tho Semlin party on many questions, the 
usual votes of thanks were given und the 
meeting broke up. 

The ladles having retired, many in tho 
crowd wanted to hear the two candidates 
speak, and so an after meeting was bold, 
the feature of which was Mr. Graham's 
statement that he hoped to help Mr. Martin 
to show this province "how we do things in 
Manitoba."

A Second of the Victims of tho Dora B. 
Becoveri-d 1 by the Ocean B»lle, 

A second chapter in tho tragic story 
woven about the loss in the mid- April 
gales of the little Seattle schooner Dora 
13. is brought, by the sealer Ocean Belle, 
which dropped her anchor in the home 
harbor yesterday. She had been in the 
same storm in which the Dora B. met 
her fate, and in much the same locality. 
After the battle with wind and sea was 
over, the sealer found herself practically 
undamaged but missing her bowsprit, to 
replace which she shaped a course for 
Yaktttat. ' While running thither she 
was successful in picking up and con- 
veying to port for buriul the body of P.

Exodus, 



Interesting News Galhered From 
Passengers on the Em- 
press of Indie. 



The P.. M. S. Empress of India, which 
passfld nip to Vancouver from the Wil- 
liam Head quarantine station during the 
curly iours yesterday, brought from the 
Orient; the record passenger list of many 
nior.foa — one of tJao largest companies of 
proaiinent people, indeed, ever crossing 
from Yokohama to a -British Columbia 
port. There wore 1-10 in the first saloon, 
12 intermediate, i'05 Chine'le and 85 
Japanese— the immigration of the latter 
showing a coiiipicuous and gratifying 
lulling off, although the Empresses have 
at no time bid for this particular class of 
traffic. Oil the subject of the Japanese 
rush to Amiaioa, a variety of opinions 
were advanced by those among the Km- 
,press' passungers, who by long residence 
in or identification with the life of Japan, 
are competent to form intelligent views 
of its policy. The -substance of their ex- 
pressions is that restrictive nieasuren on 
die part of Canada will not be necessary, 
while they would not be resented by 
Japan. U .lie government of that coun- 
try, although a stickler for the national 
dignity and ever ready to resent such 
foreign legislative action iutorpretable as 
insult, is as desirous of preventing whole- 
sale emigration us Canadians possibly 
can be of .restricting the admission <vt 
Japanese, They are accordingly prepar- 
ing to<enforee the full provisions of the 
Japanese law restricting emigration 
1(!0 per month to Canada at the maxi- 
mum, it is a Japanese diplomat — who 
because of his position insists thai lis 
name shall not be used— who comment- 
ing upon the aspect of anti-Japanese 
legislation -which has most impressed it- 
self upon British Columbians, remarks: 
"Under -the circumstances of the .past, 
three months— if as you say (1,000 or more 
Japanese have then come into j our .iirov 
inee — if . your government were again to 
puss the Jaws to which our oountry ob- 
jected, with reference to tlie employment 
of Japanese by publicly chartered or as- 
sisted companies, I do not think the . ac- 
tion would be construed as an unfriendly 
act towaril a friendly jMiwer. Circum- 
stances have arisen since that objection 
was taken which rob it of much of its 
original weight, ami our government 
would not be so unfair' as to shut its eyes 
to a recognition of British Columbia's 
strong case of grievance. Of .aourse it 
is , preferable, however, tiiat .your poli- 
ticians should display a little patience- 
It is quite possible that the action of our 
statesmen will leave y jurs really nothing 
to do." 

* * * 

An interesting personality, Xrnm more 
than one standpoint, among the Em- 
press' passengers across was Mr. Brit- 
chard Morgan, M. I*.— the gentleman 
whom certain of the Chinese const 
papers, have been pleased to christen the 
Cecil Rhodes of the Orient. Doubled 
up on his stateroom couch, dun long legs 
folded up jack-knife fashion into .hi 
chin, and the tortures of rheumatic gout 
frequently causing an involuntary .ex- 
pression of pain to be wrung Xrom the 
thin close-pressed lips, he did not seem 
at iirst acquaintance the type of man 
imagination had pictured him, standing 
alone , in a strange land against its 
government and all other meddling 
states for the execution of his contract 
to mine for gold. Then? is that in the 
eagle eye, the strong aquiline nose, and 
the wearing of the grizzled grey mous- 
tache, however, that indicates a man of 
indomitable will, and one is the better 
able to judge after meeting Mr. Brit, 
chard Morgan how much his own force 
of will has had to do in the winning of 
the day against Korean duplicity and 
Russian intrigue. The story of the 
lighting for the Britchard Morgan con- 
cession .is without alteration worthy of 
a high place in literature and the 
drama — one cannot review it wltiiout 
being reminded of " Soldiers of For 
tune " .in its best and strongest com- 
ponents. To meet Oriental suavity and 
diplomatic cunning with even greater 
finesse .and convincing argument; to 
penetrate the veil of deceit that always 
obscures the face of Oriental statecraft; 
to plan wisely and hold well, by arms if 
need be, against superior numbers in a 
savage land ; to finally wear down oppo- 
sition and interference, establish firm 
possession .of his mines, and (after 
private as well as a state interview with 
the Emperor absolute) go home hia 
accredited representative to Great Brit- 
ain— surely it is a triumph worthy of a 
great man. Of tli«? famous " ounces 
sion," Mr. Pritchard Morgan explains 
that it consists of some 40 square miles 
in Gensan .and Inzan prefectures, and 
promises to be an inexhaustible pro 
ducer. It dues not find the gold in 
ledges such as America knows from her 
own quartz .experience, but in tertiary 
deposits sharply defined— very similar to 
the gold of the Hand. The layers nov 
being worked, one 1500 feet below the 
other, show n ulice of gold on the upper 
strata about three feet wide, so slightly 
mixed with quartz that at the initiation 
of operations a net profit of 500 ounces a 
day remains to .the syndicate, uud the 
gold of such a standard of fineness that 
it rates £4 Ms. 4d.— the most valuable 
gold in all the world.

The important news of Japan during 
the period intervening between the date 
of last advices, April 24, and the sailing 
of the Empress of India from Yoko- 
hama, on May li, is thjis tersely summar- 
ized by the foreign edition editor of the 
Japan Herald, who certainly possesses 
the faculty of concentration in a marked 
degree: "A naval court of inquiry held 
at Yokohama on the 24,*h and iJoth tilt., 
to investigate the circumstances of the 
wreck of the British bark Irnniau, found 
that the captain had been guilty of an 
error of judgment, but did not confiscate 
his Certificate. * * * There is a de- 
cided recrudescence of the plague in 
Osaka, where several deaths have lately 
occurred. * * * The foreign com- 
munity of Yokohama decided to present 
the Crown Prince with an address and 
some work of art from Europe, on the 
occasion of his marriage on the lOtli in- 
stant, * * * The naval review and 



manoeuvres oS the •Jitpanese fleet at 
Kobe, attendee: by th* Emperor, were 
pronounced a splendid success. The 
fleet assembled comprised 49 fine ves- 
sels. Wirelesa telegraphy was also 
tried successfully during the manoeuvres. 
* * * The French property holders of 
Yokohama have jointly addressed a pro- 
test to their consul against certain parts 
of the income tax on rents. The protest 
has been forwarded to the French minis- 
ter in Tokyo for submission to the 
Japanese government." 

INCREASING THEIR CAPITAL. 

British Columbia Electric Railway Com- 
pany Still Further Improve Their 
System. 

A general meeting of the British Col- 
umbia Electric Kuihvny Company, lim- 
ited, was held on Wednesday at Ca-unon 
Street: hotel, to consider a resolution for 
increasing the capital from £370,000 to 
£450,000 by the creation of 8,000 new 
preference shares of the nominal value of 
£10 each, to rank pari passu with the 
.E2,000 preference shares of the like 
nominal value already issued, says the 
Canadian Gazette. 

Mr. R. M. Home-Payne presided, and, 
in proposing the resolution, said that 
practically the whole of the Canadian 
shareholders, as well as a -large number 
of English shareholders, had sent their 
proxies to the board, ll was especially 
gratifying to receive the support of the 
shareholders in Canada, as they had op- 
portunities of judging of the merits of 
the enterprise, and of the way in which 
the management had fulfilled their 
duties, wJbich the shareholders in this 
country could not have. The present de- 
mand' for oxtra capital was entirely ow- 
ing to the great success which the com 
pany had met with, both in the railway 
and the lighting departments. The num- 
ber ox lights which the company were 
supplying on April 1st of last year was 
3:1,000, whereas at the end of February 
last it was 45,000, and there was -little 
doubt but that the figure was 40,000 on 
the olst ult., the date at which the finan- 
cial year of the company ended. The 
board were not .yet in full possession of 
particulurs with -regard to the past finan- 
cial year, but it would not be far from 
the mark to say that the, net earnings, 
amounted to $200,000, approximately 
£-10,000, as compared with £33,000 in the 
previous twelve months. On the last oc- 
casion on which the capital was in- 
creased, in November, 130S, it was ne- 
cessary to -apply to the public, but. this 
time there would be no need to do so, as 
the shareholders would themselves take 
HP the new-shares. The works undertak- 
en with the. proceeds of the last issue of 
preference capital were considerably do 
layod in their completion by the great 
activity, in the iron and steel trade, 
•which rendered it most dllflcult to get or- 
ders fulfilled within a reasonable period 
The plant -which the company now had 
was amply sufficient to deal, during the 
summer months, with the basinets which 
/had iheen .accepted, hut the demand for 
lights was steadily growing. It wn.« 
therefore, necessary to. provide against 
the heavier demand which would be made 
on the company in the winter, and a lit- 
tle more electric plant was also wanted 
on .the railway. Provision having pre- 
viously been made for additional steam 
.power, . till .that -was . now required was 
the .actual electric lighting machinery. 
The expenditure necessary to enable the 
coiqpany to meet the demands of the 
coming winter was calculated at about 
*IC,000, which was just 5 per cent, on 
the issued capital, but the directors had 
■considered it prudent to ask for power 
to increase the capital by £80,000 from 
time to time, as .business improved. ■ He 
had no doubt that the profits would in- 
crease in proportion to. the advance in 
the capital. 

.Mr. A. C. M. Iunes seconded the reso- 
lution, vrhich was carried unanimously.

Yokohama, May -i.— One of the great 
events to signalize the present season in 
Japan has passed into history. The im- 
pressive review of the Japaneco fleet by 
His Majesty the Emperor, while of 
course not so imposing us the great Eng- 
lish display on the occasion of I the 
Queeu's Jubilee, was in some regards of 
greater significance, besides being in it- 
self u conspicuous success as a pictur- 
esque spectacle. The review was pre- 
ceded by extensive manoeuvres of the 
fleet in the inland sea, that sceue being 
substituted for the Korean straits in or- 
der to avoid any semblance of a design to 
wound Russian sensibilitieu. As news 
paper correspondents were strictly ex- 
cluded, scarcely any particulars are at 
hand concerning the various movements 
of the Ueet, except that their general de- 
sign wa.s to represent an attack upon and 
a defense of that vast and most pictur- 
esque body of water, which in the event 
of war would furnish to the empire's 
licet not only an impregnable haven of 
refuge; but also a point of attack from 
which in three difl'eryut sides it could 
issue to assail an enemy. 

The manoeuvres over, some fifty /if the 
warships, including the .finest of the bat- 
tleships and cruisers, assembled in Kobe 
bay, where, with the hills and shores 
bhtck with spectators, the Emperor re- 
viewed the fleet which the Japanese now 
regard with well nigh idolatrous pride. 
The day was magnificent, aud the ap- 
proach of the JEmporor's.ehip, the Asama, 
as she gradually came into view out of 
the haze and passed between the double 
lines of the great fleet, was an event of 
thrilling iuipressiveness. As she passed 
the cannonading .grew fast aud furious, 
suddenly followed by an even more im- 
pressive interval of silence, broken by 
the strains of the national hymn. This 
finished, cheer succeeded cheer from each 
of the ships in turn us the Emperor pass- 
ed slowly between their lines. It is a 
curious tact that whereas on laud, His 
Majesty is accorded the profoundest 
silenco us a mark of popular respect, in 
the navy the custom of cheering haw 
gained vogue, probably becuuse this 
branch- of the service has followed ex- 
clusively English models. The passing 
in review occupied au entire hour, at the 
end of which there was a reception on 
board the Shikishimu, the new battle- 
ship just arrived from England. The 
day- wtta observed as a general holiday, 
and the city was profusely decorated. 

Tlie financial situation is growing more 
and more precarious, and the empire is 
at present skating on very thin ice. The 
leading Japanese banks are offering 
lieavy rates of interest for deposits, 
while significantly^, enough, the foreign 
liauks .are at the siuue time cutting their 
rates' down thirty-three per cent. Bitter 
disappointment, is felt in government cir 
cles at the complete failure of atteuipus 
to induce foreign capital to flow hither, 
the hope of this, hitherto cherished, h 
iug now well nigh abandoned. Strongly 
conducive to the distrust of foreign in 
vestors .have been recent judicial deci 
skins, notable among them being that of 
Mr. Morse, of the American Trading 
Co., against the Kobe Waterworks Co 
Tliis case, in the eyes of all foreigners 
-hero is taken to illustrate Oriental 
methods of finance, which would not for 
a moment be tolerated iu the West, and 
a judicial decision upholding such nieth 
ods is, to say the least, very unfortunate, 
especially as the case is the first one in- 
volving u large amount, and was a tenta- 
tive one on the part of prominent New 
York capitalists, , 

'The t). S. transport Thomas arrived 
unexpectedly from Manila on Saturday 
last. Conversations with returning offi- 
cers and men of the army elicit the in- 
presfiiuu .among . them that by no means 
justifies the optimistic views of the Phil 
ippiue situation lately held by the pres: 
and the public. Everything seems to point 
to a long and devastating guerilla war- 
fare. The Malay blood is the most 
treacherous known, and to ifs influence 
is to be .added that of three centuries of 
training in Spanish treachery. Alto 
gether the outlook is not a reassuring one. 
Much, however, is hoped, and every- 
thing will depend upon the personnel of 
the new commission. 

Affairs in China are in a state of ex- 
traordinary quiescence, while forbodings 
of u coming storm are in the air. 

Russia has gained her pon sto in Korea 
in the shape -of a -large tract of land bor- 
dering upon the magnificent harbor of 
Masampo. Mneh .chagrin is felt by the 
Japanese, and it is everywhere surmised 
that the day of reckoning cannot be long 
delayed. But all foreign .and other con- 
siderations seem ,at pnesent to be set 
aside an/; superseded in the absorption 
tif the national mind by the .approaching 
wedding festivities.
